The official grain standards of the United States for wheat 
were fix ed, established, promu lgated and pu blished on March 31 
by the Secretary of Agricu ltu re, u nder the au thority giv en in the 
Grain Standard Act. 
Tliis act of Congress establishes wheat 
grades for the entire United States, from the farm to the ex port 
terminal. Effectiv e on Indiana wheat Ju ly 1, 1917 . 
Nu mber Two Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 
contain not more than thirteen per cent of moistu re, shall test 
not less than fifty -nine pou nds per bu shel, contain not more than 
fou r per cent of damaged k ernels, and not more than one per cent 
of foreign mattèr. 
Nu mber Three Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 
contain not more than fou rteen per cent moistu re^ shall hav e a 
test weight of at least fifty -sev en pou nds, shall contain not more 
than sev en per cent of damaged k ernels, and not more than two 
per cent of foreign matter. 
Nu mber Fou r Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, con­ 
tain not more than fou rteen per cent moistu re, shall hav e a test 
weight of at least fifty -fiv e pou nds. Shall contain not more than 
ten per cent damaged k ernels, not more than one per cent heat 
damage, and not more than fou r per cent foreign matter. 
Nu mber . Fiv e Red Winter wheat may be mu sty or sou r, con­ 
tain not more than fifteen per cent of moistu re, test not less than 
5 3 pou nds per bu shel. May contain not more than fifteen per 
cent damaged k ernels, not more than three per cent heat damage 
and not more than six per cent foreign material. 
Dock age inclu des sand, dirt, weed seeds, weed stems, chaff, 
straw, grain other than wheat, and any other foreign material 
which can be remov ed readily from the wheat by the nse of ap­ 
propriate siev es cleaning dev ices, or other practical means su ited 
to separate the 
foreign material presents 
also « u ndev eloped, 
shriv eled and small pieces of wheat k ernels necessarily remov ed 
in properly separating the foreign material. 
The q u antity of 
dock age shall be calcu lated in terms of percentage based on the 
total weight of the grain inclu ding the dock age. The percentage 
of dock age so calcu lated shall be stated in terms of whole per 
centu m and half per centu m. A fraction of a per centu m when 
eq u al to, or greater than a half, shall be treated as a half, and 
when less than a half shall be disregarded. 
The percentage of 
dock age so determined and stated shall be added to the grade 
designation. 
For a fu ll copy of the Official Standards write to the Secre­ 
tary of Agricu ltu re, Washington, D. C., or to y ou r Congressman. 
It will be seen that the req u irements of grading are a trifle 
more strict. 
Dirty wheat, or wheat that is ev en slightly damp, 
cannot grade either nu mber two or three in any mark et. It rests 
primarily with the farmer to see that the grain is threshed dry , 
and is properly cleaned. Dock age ru les for dirty wheat are v ery 
ex plicit. 
The only time to get ry e ou t of wheat thorou ghly is while the 
grain is standing. More than one per cent of ry e prev ents any 
wheat grading nu mber two. 
One-tenth of one per cent mak es it 
u nfit for seed. Cock le is still worse and mu st be remov ed, if at 
all, before harv est.

Grading wheat under U. S. Standards, a law 


which all grain dealers will have 


to abide by. 


The official grain standards of the United States for -wheat 


"were fixed, established, promulgated and published on March 31 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, under the authority given in the 
Grain Standard Act. Tnis act of Congress establishes wheat 
.grades for the entire United States, from the farm to the export 
terminal. 
Effective on .Indiana wheat July 1, 1917. 


Number Two .Red 'Winter, wheat shall be cool and sweet, 


contain not more than thirteen per cent of moisture, shall test 
not less than' fifty-nine pounds per bushel, contain not more than 
four per cent of damaged kernels, and not more, than one per cent 
of foreign matter. 


Number Three Red Winter -wheat shall be cool and sweet, 


contain not more than fourteen per cent moisture^ shall have a 
test weight of at least fifty-seven pounds, shall contain not more 
than seven per cent of damaged kernels, and not more than two 
per cent of foreign matter. 


Number :Fpur Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, con- 


tain not more than fo'urteen per cent moisture, shall -have a test 
weight of at least fifty-five pounds. Shall contain not more than 
ten per cent damaged kernels, not more than one per cent heat 
damage, and not more than four per cent foreign matter. 


Number .Five Red Winter -wheat may be musty or sour, eon- 


tain not more than fifteen per cent of moisture, test not less than 
53 pounds per bushel. May contain not more than fifteen per 
.cent damaged kernels, not more than three per cent heat damage 
and not more than six per cent foreiga material. 


Dockage includes sand, dirt, weed seeds, weed stems, chaff, . 


straw, grain other than wheat, and any otner foreign material 
which can be removed readily from the wheat by the use of ap- 
propriate sieves cleaning devices, or other practical means suited 
to separate the. foreign material present;, also 'undeveloped, 
shriveled and small pieces .of wheat kernels necessarily removed 
in properly separating the foreign material. 
The quantity of 


dockage shall be calculated in terms of percentage based on the 
total weight of the grain including the dockage. The percentage 
of dockage so calculated shall be stated in terms of whole per 
centum and half per centum. A fraction of a per centum when 
equal to, or greater than a half, shall be treated as a half, and 
when less than a half shall be disregarded. The percentage of 
dockage so determined and stated shall be added to the grade 
designation. 


For a full copy of the Official Standards write to the Secre- 


tary of Agriculture, Washington, D. C.t or to your Congressman. 


It will be seen that the requirements of grading are a trifle 


more strict. Dirty wheat, or wheat that is even slightly damp, 
cannot grade either number two or three in any market. It rests 
primarily with the farmer to see that the grain is threshed dry, 
and is properly cleaned. Dockage rules for dirty wheat are very 
explicit. 
" 


The only time to get rye out of wheat thoroughly is while the 


grain is standing. More than one per cent~of rye prevents any 
wheat grading number two. One-tenth of one per cent makes it 
unfit for seed. Cockle is still worse and must be removed, if at 
all, before harvest.

Message is in Reply to Telegram of 


Inquiry From Secretary of 


Agriculture Houston. 


Indianapolis, July 28.—The State 


Council of Defense, through its pub- 
licity committee, George Ade Chair- 
man, today, issued the following: 
. That Indiana plans to sow 3.000,- 
000 acres of wheat this fall and that 
through organized personal visits 
more than one million bushels of ap- 
proved seed wheat have been located, 
was a part of the reply telegraphed 
to Washington today by Prof. G. I. 
Christie of the state committee on 
food production and distribution. 
The information was in answer to a 
telegram received from Secretary of 
Agriculture, David F. Houston. 


JMr.'Houston's wire to Prof. Chris- t 


tie asked the advice of Purdue as to 
the acreage of wheat that should be 
sown in Indiana this fall, "assuming 
that farmers will receive a fair price, 
and with due regard to fertilizer, im- 
plements, seed and the labor situa- 
tion, and the necessity of maintain- 
ing an adequate' production of other 
crops." 


The telegram 
of inquiry contin- 


ues: "A careful study .of the world's 
needs indicates a need of a maxi- 
mum output compatible with a well 
balanced, safe 
farm pi'aetiee and 


•the advisability 
of Indiana- sowing 


at least twenty-three percent more 
acres of wheat this fall than last; 
tKis being the 1911 wheat acreage." 


Mr. Houston further 
asked con- 


sideration of the desirability of call-
